about parcel post rates, it is a fact that fn 10 years | 
the parcel post has grown until today 70 per cent | 
of all the mail is parcel post. Last year packages 
agcregatinge nearly 5,000,000,000 pounds were car- 
ried. And, while parcel post constitutes 70 per 
cent of the total mail, this branch of the service 
oniy brings in 35 per cent of the revenue. It is 
claimed that with a rate increase that would make 
parcel post self-sustaining, as the law creating the 
service provided, there would be plenty of money 
available for the salary increases asked. 

It is admitted that present salaries are inade 
quate. The postal workers charge that last month, | 
when the postoffice appropriation bill was before | 
Congress, the Postmaster-General did not utter a) 
word against Increases of 50 per cent for depart- | 
mental officials, whose salaries range from $4000 | 
to $5000. 

Whether or mot an increase in parcel post rates 
would bemefit the express companies. the publie 
would not willingly demand rates too low for the 
service rendered, especially when a continuation | 
of such low rates made it more 4ifficult to pro-| 
vide adequate wares for the men who handle the 
parceis, and for all other postal emplorves. They 
would prefer to see the parcel post put on a bust- 
ness basis and pay for what they get tm service.

They have given us the expression “as the 
crow files”; Dut since the habit of going 
about a thing directly has by this time been 
abandoned so far that nobody ever thinks 
ef such a thing, we don't feel like saying 
that crows should Be spared. Ours is the 
age of indirection, a fault which has all but 
made vice a virtue in the senatoria] inves- 
tigations. It exposed us as recently as yes- 
terday to the wrath of Judge Gary. whose 
grievance seems plausible because nobody 
any longer travels “as the crow filles.” We 
commend the Duponts, who are at least not 
blowing up men. and hope crows. always 
destructive and now useless, get theirs.
